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1. WE ARE GREATLY ENCOURAGED BY RECOMMENDATION IN REF (A) 
THAT WE TAKE STRONGER LINE IN OPPOSITION TO FURTHER PRO- 
LIFERATION OF LANGUAGES IN UNITED NATIONS AND TO SIGNAL 
THIS POSITION BY RESISTING REGULAR BUDGET FUNDING OF 
GERMAN LANGUAGE DOCUMENTATION. 

2. HAVING ACTIVELY SUPPORTED INTRODUCTION OF CHINESE 
(FUNDED AS A CHARTER LANGUAGE FROM UN BUDGET) AND ARABIC 
(FUNDED TEMPORARILY BY VOLUNTARY ARAB CONTRIBUTIONS) AS 
UNGA WORKING LANGUAGES AT 28TH UNGA AND TAKEN COMPATIBLE 
POSITIONS IN UN SPECIALIZED AGENCIES, WE SAW SOME 
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FRIENDLY AND HELPFUL FRG AND AUSTRIA. (WE MINDFUL ALSO 
THAT GERMANS WERE REASONABLE WHEN U.S. NEEDED TO USE FRG 
ASSESSMENT TO REDUCE U.S. REGULAR BUDGET ASSESSMENT TO 
25 PERCENT.) HOWEVER, THIS DIFFICULTY CAN BE AMELIORATED 
IF WE CAN ASSURE GERMAN-USING STATES (FRG, AUSTRIA, GDR - 
AND .SWTT7.RRI.AND IN SPECIALIZED AGENCIES) THAT WE ARE NOT 
OPPOSING GERMAN LANGUAGE PER SE BUT ATTEMPTING TO DRAW 

LINE OF PRINCIPLE AGAINST ALL FURTHER PROLIFERATION OF UN 
LANGUAGES. WITHOUT SINGLING OUT OTHER PROSPECTS LIKE 
HINDI, JAPANESE, SWAHILI, PORTUGUESE, ITALIAN, WE WOULD 
INFORM GERMAN LANGUAGE DELEGATIONS WE PLAN TO SPEAK, 
VOTE, AND WORK AGAINST ANY NEW LANGUAGES NOT PAID FOR BY 
THEIR USERS. IN THIS CONNECTION, WE WOULD ALSO STATE 
THAT WE WOULD SUPPORT FURTHER SELF-FUNDING BY ARABIC 
LANGUAGE USERS. (ARABIC PRESENTLY SELF-FUNDED FOR THREE 
YEARS WITHOUT SUBSEQUENT COMMITMENT.) 

3. ACCORDINGLY, IF YOU BELIEVE WE CAN SUCCESSFULLY MOUNT 
ALL-OUT EFFORT TO HOLD LINE AGAINST FURTHER LANGUAGE 
PROLIFERATION BEGINNING WITH GERMAN WE URGE YOU TO DO SO. 
WE WOULD CAUTION ONLY AGAINST OPPOSING GERMAN LANGUAGE 
NOW AND LATER FINDING OURSELVES PRESSURED TO ACQUIESCE 
IN OR BE STEAMROLLERED BY OTHER LANGUAGES. THUS, 

MISSION SHOULD PURSUE SUGGESTIONS PARA 5 REF (A) 
SUPPLEMENTED BY LOBBYING EFFORTS TO RESTRICT FUNDING 
OUT OF REGULAR UN BUDGET TO PRESENT LEVEL OF FIVE 
CHARTER LANGUAGES; ANY ADDITIONAL LANGUAGE SERVICES 
WOULD BE ON BASIS "PAY FOR WHAT YOU USE," AS ARABIC 
CURRENTLY IS. WE COULD ACCEPT AN ALTERNATIVE PLAN UNDER 
WHICH ALL LANGUAGE SERVICES, INCLUDING CHARTER LANGUAGES, 
FINANCED ON PAY FOR WHAT YOU USE BASIS. 

4. WE WOULD APPRECIATE ANY FURTHER DETAILS ON SCHAUFELE'S 
CONSULTATIONS WITH SCANDINAVIANS ON LANGUAGE MATTERS 
WITH SPECIAL REFERENCE TO THEIR VIEWS ON ROLLBACK TO 
CHARTER LANGUAGES AND "PAY FOR WHAT YOU USE" SYSTEM.
